{ SEAL } THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers, and 
others heretofore chosen, and ve pass any vote in rela- 
tion thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
to make appropriation for the same. 


4. Toseeif the town will authorize the selectmen 
to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes upon 
the credit of the town. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
amount of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the town will vote to join in and 
participate in the publicity, planning and advertising 


ee 
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activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional 
Development Association and to appropriate the sum 
of $64.00 therefor. 


7.. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
provisions of “An act providing pensions for School 
Teachers of the Town of New Castle” approved Feb- 
ruary 6, 1945. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$800.00 for payment of pensions to school teachers for 
the year 1945 and to make appropriation therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to constitute and 
establish a Board of fire wards or fire engineers to 
consist of three members to be elected to act pursuant 
to Revised Laws, 1942, Chapter, 175. 


10. To see if the town will vote to accept any 
Federal surplus property which may be offered to the 
town upon condition that the town will pay all expenses 
of packing and transportation. 


11. To see if the town will vote to support United 
States membership in a general system of international 
cooperation such as that proposed at the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference having police power to maintain the 
peace of the world. 


12. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting and to make appro- 
priation to cover the expenses thereof. ; 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $800.00 to be added to the Capital 
Reserve Fund for repairs to the Town Hall. 
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14. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
dedication of the private way leading from Portsmouth 
Avenue, westerly, to the Mill Pond, so-called, now 
known as “‘Laurel Way,” and declare the same to be and 
maintain the same as a public highway. 


15. To see if the town will vote to pay a hydrant 
rental to the Water Department of the town so that 
said Department may be maintained on a business like 
basis. 


16. Tosee ifthe town will vote to establish a com- 
mittee for the purpose of investigating the desirability 
of the construction of a new school building for the 
town as a post war project. 


17. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


-I herewith submit to you my fifteenth report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The New Castle schools began ‘the current year 
Wednesday, September 6, with an enrollment of thirty- 


three pupils. There were seventeen pupils in grades 


seven and eight in Portsmouth and seventeen in grades 
nine to twelve. The people of New Castle are inter- 


ested in the welfare and progress of each of these chil- 


dren. 


In the earlier grades our pupils have the privilege 
of beginning their school life under the understanding 
guidance of Miss Trefethen. The parents send their 
little children to school, confident that they will receive 
the same kindly treatment that has been the practice 
of Miss Trefethen during her many years of service. 
It is she who sees to it that a normal and healthy atti- 
tude toward other children and their school life be- 
comes an integral part of their personalities. The 
foundations builded by Miss Trefethen are the basis of 
the future education of our children. 


As this is being written, House Bill 42 is before the 
New Hampshire Legislature. I feel sure New Castle 
as a whole desires its passage. Miss Trefethen has 
been responsible for the early years in the education 
of nearly three generations of New Castle citizens. To 
Miss Trefethen, teaching is a labor of understanding, 
patience and love. The welfare of self is secondary. 
The passage of the above bill will be proof to her that 
service is appreciated. 
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Mrs. Giles of Portsmouth is in charge of the up- 
‘per grades room. She is a graduate of Plymouth 
Teachers’ College and a teacher of successful experi- 
‘ence. She believes in thorough scholarship. This is 
all to the advantage of our students. As in previous 
years, approved and standardized tests will be given in 
these grades, the results of which will be available to 
Portsmouth school officials. This procedure shortens 
the period of adjustment to new surroundings and 
brings about a more even progress as pupils enter the 
higher schools of that city. It is one reason for the 
uniformly satisfactory results the New Castle pupils re- 
ceive in their advance work. 


Reports of the marks earned in Portsmouth by our 
present seventh and eighth grade pupils show an aver- 
age of eighty per cent. Of the 234 ranks included in 
these reports, but eleven are unsatisfactory. One hun- 
dred forty-seven of them are A or B. 


The knowledge of science is becoming so impor- 
tant in our present civilization that its study is being 
introduced into all grades rather than delay it until the 
junior high. Science books in the first grade include 
little stories about such topics as ‘Growing a garden,” 
weather, properties of air and water or building a play 
house. Each year science is the basis of at least one 
reader, the subject matter paralleling the interests of 
the pupils. Thus a scientific attitude is gradually ac- 
quired which results in a more intelligent approach to 
the exact sciences of later years. 


Mrs. Poore, who has served our school as music 
teacher for many years, resigned last June. Mrs. Lou- 
ise Benoit is now in charge of the music work. She 
has proven a helpful co-worker with our teachers and 
an inspiring instructor. The children like her and will- 
ingly work for her. This is reflected in the quality of 
their singing. 
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We are fortunate that Mrs. Sheehy is with us as 
school nurse. She is interested in each child as an in- 
dividual and the children know it. 


New lights have been installed in both rooms of 
the school. These are the newest light diffusing: fix- 
tures, giving a soft and uniform illumination to the 
entire room. I also wish to compliment the janitor up- 
on the cleanliness of the rooms. This is noticeable to 
anyone as soon as he enters the building, 


With the possibility of federal money to aid in the 
construction of public buildings after the war, it might 
be the part of foresight to be planning a new school 
building in New Castle. It will probably be the towns 
with organizations all set up who will be the earliest to 
receive attention from any funds available. The State 
Board of Education has the plans and data on prac- 
tically every school building constructed in New Hamp- 
shire within recent years. An exploratory committee 
to receive help in gathering information would perhaps 
be the first step. 


The New Castle pupls are doing their part honor- 
_ ably in supporting the war. by the purchase of war 
bonds and stamps. The purchases for the past school 
year total $1,373.85. This is an average of $36.15 a 
pupil. During the first four months of the current 
year, $370.15 in stamps and bonds were sold. Twenty- 
five bags of milkweed pods were collected in the nation- 
al drive for material for life jackets. 


I wish to express my thanks to you, as a board, for 
helpful guidance in the administration of the schools.

Following are the health activities carried on in the 
New Castle schools from January 1, 1944, to January 1, 
1945. 


Most of the follow up work and corrective work of 
the 1943 physical examinations were done during the 
winter and spring months of 1944. 


The audiometer was used in examining the ears 
of all children in grades above the second grade. There 
was found one child with loss of hearing. - 


Twenty-two children had complete dental care. 
Three children had incomplete dental care. 
All children are vaccinated against small pox. | 


_ One child had eye examination and received 
glasses.

Three children had tonsillectomies performed.

Prevent Forest Fires 





Here is a home front fight that everyone can get 
into. Last year in this State 558 brush and forest fires. 
burned over 4,648 acres of land, of which 2,788 acres 
were valuable timber and young growth. With avail- 
able manpower the lowest of any year since the war 
started, you can help to keep this loss down by prevent- 
ing these fires from starting. New Castle had such a 
fire. 


Keep in mind these simple rules: 


1. Always get a permit from your forest fire war- 
den before starting any fires in the open. Burning un- 
der certain conditions is permitted. 


2. Never burn unless you have enough help to 
control your fire—a permit does not excuse you of neg- 
ligence in case it gets away. 


8. Always report any uncontrolled fire promptlv 
to your forest fire warden. Minutes lost are acres lost. 


4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of our fires. 


5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You 
can’t feel safe while there is a spark left.
